Coal Industry 
Sees Threat 
Of Destruction 
From Gas Lines 


W ashington, June 28 (IP)—A major 
portion of the $325,000,000-a-year 
hard coal Industry would be destroy­ 
ed if the United States permitted 
movement of natural gas over pipe­ 
lines to the eastern seaboard, a n ­ 
thracite spokesmen insist. 
Representatives of the Anthracite 
Institute, a trade association, told 
a federal power commission hearing 
on the natural gas Industry yester­ 
day th at 75 per cent of ail an th ra­ 
cite is sold In Nev* York, Pennsyl­ 
vania and New Jersey, This is the 
m arket th a t natural gas interests 
are anxious to reach. 
The spokesmen said that if 200 
billion cubic feet of natural gas were 
piped into this three-state area each 
year, it would result in the displace­ 
m ent of 8.000,000 tons of anthracite 
and the discharge of about 20,000 
hard coal miners. 
Big Business Cited 
Norman F. Patton, W llkes-Baire, 
Pa., statistician for the anthracite 
industry, asserted anthracite is a 
big industry built upon hundreds of 
“little businesses,” He said 97 per 
cent of the more than 53,000,000 tons 
produced last year were mined in 
five Pennsylvania counties and pro­ 
vided livelihoods for some 1,500,000 
persons. 
The anthracite industry did a 
$500,000,000 
business in 
1920 but 
dropped to a low of $180,600,000 in 
1937 due to competing fuels other 
than natural gas, Patton said. 
Patton adm itted th at factors “be­ 
yond the hard coal industry's con­ 
trol" have forced anthracite prices 
too high for norm al peacetime com­ 
petition with its normal competitors 
in the eastern m arket—bituminous, 
coke, oil and other fuels—but assert­ 
ed the price perhaps can be reduced 
by 
tile 
tim e 
norm al conditions 
return. 
Patton said th at lf natural gas is 
piped to the eastern coast it will cut 
a big enough portion off the m arket 
to make operation of mines im­ 
possible. 
Predict* Lower Coats 
Allen J. Johnson of Wilkes-Barre, 
chief combustion engineer and for­ 
mer research director for Anthracite 
Institute, described efforts of the 
industry to find new uses for hard 
coal and to make it “more enjoyable, 
convenient and economic." 
Johnson 
predicted the Industry 
could lower costs of coal through 
research now under way “as long as 
there is no sudden flooding of our 
m arket with cheap natural gas." 
Attorneys for natural gas interests, 
however, endeavored to prove by 
cross-exam ination of the coal in­ 
dustry spokesmen th at anthracite 
has steadily lost m arkets and will 
continue to lose them even if there 
is no competition from natural gas. 
Johnson denied this. 
“We could w ithstand gradual com­ 
petition from natural gas,” he as­ 
serted, "but the trouble is such 
competition would not be gradual. 
It would be immediate and tre­ 
mendous."

A window sill is a poor place to 
stack

and 
m aterials. 
T he top of filing cases is a poor 
place to stack m aterial, and a fire 
hazard if it happens to be old 
papers."

New York, June 28 (A5)—Would you 
like to be able to walk into a store 
and buy butter w ithout giving the 
transaction a second thought?

The scarcity list was long. But if 
a consumer had a magic carpet, a 
lot of luck and plenty of persever­ 
ance, the survey indicated he could 
come out of a nation-wide buying 
spree with Just about everything he 
wanted. 
Take white shirts. 
Toledo, Ohio, reported that more

APPLE GROWERS 
WARNED CANADA 
WILL BE THREAT 


The national apple crop will be 
somewhere 
between 
98 
and 
105 
million bushels according to the June 
crop estimate prepared at the re­ 
cent meeting of the National Apple 
Institute 
at 
W ashington, 
J o h n 
Peters, manager of the fruit growers 
cooperative at Aspers and a dele­ 
gate to the national institute meet­ 
ing. reported to the county’s fruit 
growers 
at 
their 
June 
meeting 
Thursday evening in Biglerville. 
Representatives 
from 
t h e 
38 
apple producing states took part in 
the conference, he added. 
In addition to the possibly IOO 
million bushels of apples from the 
United 
States 
an 
estim ated 
six 
million bushels of Canadian apples 
will be sent into the U. S. tills yea*, 
with the Canadian growers expected 
to have one of the largest crops in 
their history. 
"Last year the Canadian crop 
mostly was sold along the Mississippi 
valley. Since the Canadian price 
ceilings were lower than the Ameri­ 
can and since tile Canadian apples 
were of excellent quality the middle 
section of the U. S. was 'blacked 
out’ to American apples. This year 
greater distribution is being sought 
for the Canadian apples and as a 
result stores in Gettysburg will pro­ 
bably be selling Canadian apples in 
competition with the ones grown 
here. And let me tell you the Ca­ 
nadian apples will be big, juicy, high 
quality apples,” Peters continued. 
Urges Advertising 
Urging advertising by the apple 
industry, Peters went on to tell the 
group that the sale of apples had 
dropped tremendously over the past 
several decades while the sale of 
citrus fruit had more than doubled. 
"When the U. S. has a IOO million! 
bashel, crop growers find difficulty 
in getting rid of the apples. Yet 
a few years ago a 120 million bushel 
crop was considered normal and was 
easily sold. 
“Much of th a t loss Is because we 
as growers do not know how to sell 
our product and we do not spend 
money to advertise it. The banana 
industry lias spent 1% millions to 
tell the housewife not to put bananas 
in the refrigerator. 
T hat’s good 
business. Because lf the housewife 
gets a better tasting and better 
quality fruit she’ll buy more of the 
product. 
“You know how the apple price 
falls off in the spring. The apple 
industry should 
spend 
a 
lot of 
money in advertising to tell people 
the best fruit in the spring Is 
refrigerated apple in the ice box. 
There is no competition for apples 
at th a t time, but the fruit is taken 
out of the cold storage, taken to 
the stores, put out in the warm sun 
bought, taken home and kept out in 
the open and the result is quick 
spoilage. As a result no one buys 
the apples. 
Millions Spent 
"We should spend a lot of money 
to tell the m erchant to keep those 
cold storage apples refrigerated and 
to tell the house wife to keep the 
cold storage apple in the ice box 
We should carry them to m arket 
in cold storage trucks. Then we’d

J. O. Pepper, state college exten­ 
sion entomologist reported that the 
entire codling moth cycle was seen 
in a trip through 
tile county’s 
orchards Thursday. There were m a­ 
ture codling moths, eggs not yet 
hatched, and worms getting ready 
to lay the second generation of 
moth, he said. Most of the moths 
were ofund in orchards where rains 
and other conditions prevented the 
application of sprays as called for 
In the spray program. He advised 
growers to spray immediately with 
phenol-lead where a largo crop is in 
prospect to catch as many of the 
codling moth worms as possible 
where they are not yet "anchored.” 
The rapid development of the moth 
occurred within the past several 
days, he added. Some second genera­ 
tion moths may appear about July 
IO, he added. 
Red mite and red spider are be­ 
ginning to "show up a bit” he said. 
Pointing out that the mites have a 
generation every nine days he urged 
action against the pest immediately. 
Oriental Moth Light 
He urged "good cultivation” in the 
peach orchards within the next IO 
days to two weeks, particularly close 
to the trees. Oriental fruit moth 
Is as "light as I’ve ever seen it in 
this section” so far, he added. Jap 
beetle will be a menace in some 
orchards about July 4. The en to­ 
ol 50 per cent wettable DDT per IOO 
gallons to be used as a mist spray 
where beetles get on peaches and 
apples. Only a fight film covering 
should be given, he added. 
The peach tree borer has emerged 
earlier this year than ever before, 
according to reports 
Cutting of 
weeds to make the female lay her 
eggs as low as possible was sug­ 
gested. 
L. O. Weaver, extension plant 
pathologist, reported on the situa­ 
tion in regard to fungus enemies of 
fruit. He showed in addition some 
wheat having a great infestation of 
stem rot. Because of the spread of 
the disease, it was pointed out, there 
probably will be a barberry eradica­ 
tion campaign to stop the develop­ 
ment of the rot. 
mologist suggested use of 2 pounds 
The rot has a complicated life 
cycle, Weaver pointed out, having 
to five on two basis, the wheat and 
the barberry at. different periods of 
its development. He pointed out 
that the barberry host Is the com­ 
mon plant and not the Japanese 
barberry used by many as a hedge. 
John U Reuf, extension pomol- 
oglst spoke briefly on cover crops 
and urged use of rye grass or other 
grasses, or grains as a cover crop 
to be turned in to feed the soil in 
the orchards. 
County Agent M. T. Hartman 
urged 
an 
eradication 
campaign 
against thistle and poison ivy at 
the present time, pointing out that 
Hie ivy Is still in growth and has 
not had time to "harden up” thus 
becoming more difficult to kill.

CONTROL OF PEA WEEVILS 
Pea 
weevils 
a r e 
worldwide— 
wherever peas are grown. They were 
first observed in this country in 
1748. 
They 
attack 
all 
kinds 
of 
edible and field peas but do not 
bother 
beans 
and 
other 
legume 
seeds, Their damage is so wide­ 
spread to growing peas and stored 
seed th at gardeners should know 
and practice strict control measures. 
Of course, a knowledge of the In­ 
sect’s life history is necessary in 
order to understand combat m eth­ 
ods. 
The adult weevil is a small gray­ 
ish or brownish-gray beetle about 
one-fifth of an inch long and m ark­ 
ed by black and white spots. Its 
apparent mission is solely to pro­ 
duce fertile eggs which the female 
attaches to the green pods of peas. 
All the damage is caused by the 
larvae or grubs which hatch from 
these eggs. The beetle lives over 
winter hibernated beneath rubbish 
in or near the garden or field or 
hidden in a crevice of a tree, post 
or other timber. Occassionaly it sur­ 
vives in a building and In the stored 
dry peas. Tile adults are able to 
live in tem peratures as low as 16 
degrees below zero. 
About the time the first peas are 
in bloom the beetles appear and 
the female m ust then feed for a 
day or two on pea blossoms to 
render her eggs fertile. She attaches 
them to the small green pods with 
a bit of glue. Tile eggs may hatch 
in 8 or 9 days under normal spring 
and early summer weather cond! 


2. Induce birds to nest and rear 
their young near gardens. 
3. Dust peas with rotenone dust 
between the appearance of tile first 
blossoms and the first tiny pods. 
4. T reat stored dry peas with 
carbon disulphide before tile adult 
weevils are released, preferably at 
storage time.
